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But Hayes Isn't Opposed to Idea 


I t’s 'No Fishing’ 
At City Reservoir 


Salem area sp ortsmen, vvho for 
several years have cast covetous 
eyes at the forbidden fish in the 
city reservoir south of town, will 
be hap p y, and p ossibly surp rised 
to learn that the man chiefly re­ 
sp onsible for look ing 
after the 
city’s water sup p ly is strongly in 
favor of op ening the lak e to the 
p ublic for controlled fishing. 
Aubrey Hayes, 
sup erintendent 
of utilities, said he would lik e to 
see the 68-acre Salem City Lak e 
op ened for fishing on a controlled 
basis. 
When the man-made lak e came 
into existence in the fall of 1952, 
the Water Commission and City 
Council decided that fishing should 
not be p ermitted, p resumably to 
help p rotect the city water sup p ly 
from p ossible contamination. 
When the city started p ump ing 
in water from nearby East Cold 
Run in the fall of 1952, bass, blue- 
¿ills and other fish from 
t ha t 
stream were p ump ed into the new 
lak e. It was also stock ed with 
p ik e from Lak e Erie. 


THE FISH HAVE thrived in the 
lak e and the temp tation to throw 
in a hook and line has been too 
great for some fishermen 
who 
have disregarded the 
numerous 
"no fishing” signs p osted through­ 
out the area. 
"It’s been worse this year than 
ever before,” Hayes said. 
In fact, the city has had 
to 
chase so many would-be fisher­ 
men away from the lak e 
this 
summer that Hayes had to p ost 
more "no tresp assing” signs and 
issue a warning that the no-fish- 
ing regulations 
will be 
enforced. 


Four members of the water de­ 
p artment have been dep utized by 
the mayor and have the authority 
to arrest tresp assers in the 
lak e 
area. 
Hayes says that a section of 
state regulations covering 
water 
dep artments p rovides that a max­ 
imum fine of $ 150 may be levied 
against violators of the dep art­ 
ment’s no tresp assing order. 


TOLD THAT FISHERMEN, in­ 
cluding some city emp loyes, 
re­ 
p ortedly have been sighted at the 
reservoir, Hayes said he 
ha s 
heard such rep orts. 
"It is very difficult to 
p olice 
this area 24 hours a day,” the 
utilities sup erintendent remark ed. 
“If we catch any city 
emp loye 
fishing in the lak e, he will 
be 
treated just lik e any other offend­ 
er.” 
"In the p ast, it has been 
my 
p olicy to give a warning to any­ 
body 
who is 
caught 
the 
first 
lime,” Hayes said. "Thus far, no­ 
body has been caught a 
second 
time.” 
Hayes says he has given some 
p eop le p ermission to fish in a sec­ 
tion of a canal in the area owned 
by the city. This canal, which is 
surrounded by a fence, is located 
on the Dep ot Rd., about a mile 
and a half south of City Lak e. 
"We have given p eop le p ermis­ 
sion to get dup licate k eys made to 
get inside the fence to fish in the 
canal,” Hayes said. "There 
are 
p lenty of bass, catfish, bluegills 
and other fish in there,” he added.

Ch est X-Rays Are Imp o rtan t 


Throu gh the cooperation of the Salem City 
Health Department and the state health de­ 
partment. Salem citizens will be afforded an 
opportu nity this week to obtain free chest 
X-ray s. 
And it will be conv enient for persons to 
v isit the X-ray mobile becau se it will be 
parked on Sou th Broadway in front of the 
Strou ss-Hirshberg store Wednesday , Thu rs­ 
day and Friday . 
The importance of frequ ent chest X-ray s is 
stressed time and again by the medical pro­ 
fession. It is the best means of detecting 
tu bercu losis, cancer or other signs of chest 
abnormalities, and the indiv idu al who shru gs 
off the idea or say s he hasn’t time for the 


two-minu te ex amination is foolish indeed, 


doctors say . 


There are sev eral TB and cancer patients 


in Salem who might hav e been spared the 
disease if they had taken the time sev eral 
y ears ago to hav e their chests X-ray ed. 


The importance of the phy sical ex amina­ 
tions is u nderlined by the fact that the 
Cou nty Health Department will sponsor the 
appearance of the state u nit in the v ariou s 
cou nty commu nities beginning Sept. 18. 


This important job once was done by the 
Cou nty Pu blic Health Leagu e. The city and 
cou nty health boards are to be commended 
for resu ming it. 


T h e Relief Is On ly T emp o rary 


Gov ernment officials say the Berlin crisis 
has had at least one happy financial resu lt. 
Reports reaching Washington show that the 
Eu ropean 'dev elopments hav e strengthened 
the dollar in foreign markets. The ex plana­ 
tion is that specu lators are jittery and are 
relu ctant to hold Eu ropean cu rrencies and, 
at present, the dollar looks like a relativ ely 
gafe hav en 
Another happy , thou gh temporary , finan­ 
cial windfall for the United States was re­ 
ported by the Department of Commerce. The 
Office of Bu siness Economics of the depart­ 
ment has ju st annou nced that ou r balance 
of pay ments showed a su bstantial improv e­ 
ment du ring the second qu arter of this y ear 
as a resu lt of ex traordinary repay ments of 
ioans by three cou ntries.

Althou gh a great adv ocate of the shorter 
working day and the easier life, Mr. Gold­ 
berg looks like one of the most ov er-worked 
men in America. He can t take time ou t for 
a coffee break, especially at a tu ne when 
he may get sideswiped by an au tomobile 
strike, while rapping on the podiu m 
for 
sweet mu sic. 
The secretary of labor looks strange in the 
field of grand opera, bu t he is attracting as 
mu ch attention as some of the all-time opera 
singers. 
The Met will open with Pu ccini’s "Girl 
of the Golden West” and it will be Gold­ 
berg’s "Boy of the New Frontier.” 
President Kennedy is the real rescu e chief, 
of cou rse, and y ou mu st hand it to a chief 
ex ecu tiv e who can leap from the barbed 
wire of East Berlin to orchestra pit of New 
York grand opera, take

Like aspirin, the loan repay ments may 
serv e as temporary relief from the mild 
distress headache pain 
bu t they do not 
reach the sou rce of the trou ble which in 
the gov ernment’s case is improv ident spend­ 
ing at home and abroad.

He ex plained that the paintings 
were borrowed from New York 
and Baltimore mu seu ms bu t be­ 
cau se the gov ernment had no al­ 
lowances for su ch decor, he had 
had to pay the tru cking charges, 
the fees and the insu rance ou t of 
his own pocket 


MR. G LOVES ART bu t he’s a 
realist. He wou ld not hav e sat 
calmly if he thou ght that the au to 
indu stry was abou t to be shu t 
down by Reu ther. Goldberg wou ld 
not hav e permitted the President 
to be cau ght in this bind right at 
the height of the Berlin crisis. 
When, in midday , Goldberg did 
talk to John Kennedy , they dis­ 
cu ssed the opera and Mr. Secre­ 
tary reported back that the Presi­ 
dent was glad that the Ru ssians 
cou ld not attack u s as a cou ntry 
so enamored of dollars that we 
cou ld not keep ou r opera aliv e. 
Mr. Kennedy and Mr. Goldberg

IN EFFECT, the formu la calls 
for nu rsing a potential conflict 
months in adv ance of a contract 
ex piration. 
This cou ld be done by calling in 
both sides, 
sitting 
them down 
with men of national statu re and 
u nimpeachable 
repu tations 
f o r 
u ntou chable objectiv ity . It will be 
u sed plenty . 
The pu blic may hav e forgotten 
—bu t Messrs. Kennedy and Gold­ 
berg hav e not—that the railroad 
and 
harbor-crippling 
tu gboat 
strike of New York; the national 
railroad fu ll crew crisis; the air­ 
line flight engineers threat, and 
the maritime strike still hav en’t 
been settled. 
Any one of them cou ld paraly ze 
the nation's transport. And the na­

In appraising the significance 
of the decision of the Sov iets to 
resu me nu clear testing, it is im­ 
portant to bear in mind that 
the 
an on 
tests in 
the 
last three 
y ears has not 
meant any ban 
on the design­ 
ing and dev el­ 
opment of new 
weapons on the 
drawing board 
ind in the lab- 
jratones. 
In- 
/entors, 
engi- 
D» v id Lau ren« * 
neers and scientists hav e had no 
ban placed on their mental oper­ 
ations or research activ ities. 
The Sov iets u ndou btedly hav e 
reached the point where, in or­ 
der to dev elop or perfect their 
designs, they now need to make 
fu ll-scale tests of some of their 
dev ices — tests that cannot be 
condu cted u ndergrou nd and re­ 
main u ndetected. So they cov er 
u p this phase with a lot of hooey 
charging the Western Allies with 
a planned aggression. 
The occasion is u sed to try to 
scare the West into a su rrender 
on the Berlin issu e. 
It has long been su spected that 
the whole controv ersy ov er the 
nu clear-test ban was started by 
the Sov iets for selfish reasons. 
A worldwide propaganda was 
initiated 
by 
the 
Commu nists 
which was aided and abetted by 
sincere and well-meaning scient­ 
ists. politicians and ordinary citi­ 
zens in the West who were naiv e­ 
ly inclined to believ e that Mos­ 
cow really wanted to av ert nu ­ 
clear warfare and that the test 
ban was the first step toward dis­ 
armament. 
Actu ally , it begins to appear 
now that 
the Sov iets knew in 
1958 that the United States was 
two or three y ears ahead in the 
technology of nu clear weapons. 
Moscow wanted time to catch u p 
—to digest its own information 
and dev elop dev ices to the test­ 
ing point while making su re that 
the West wou ld be su spending its 
tests. 
’ 


THE UNITED STATES gov ern­ 
ment, being responsiv e 
to the 
pu blic opinion that had been cre­ 
ated, went along on the v olu n­ 
tary ban on testing. The impres­ 
sion that had been giv en to peo­ 
ples ev ery where was that a su s­ 
pension of testing was somehow 
related to an early abolition of 
the u se of nu clear weapons them­ 
selv es. 
Now the simple fact stares ev e­ 
ry body in the face — the Sov iets 
not only are openly 
resu ming 
tests bu t they talk of new and 
more terrible weapons than hav e 
ev er before been conceiv ed. How 
can they know this ex cept by 
hav ing carried on tests? 
Hav e 
their 
designs 
had 
the 
benefit of secret tests heretofore 
and giv en them some ideas which 
were conv erted into threats in the 
latest Sov iet pronou ncement? 
Moscow took adv antage of the 
opportu nity also to apply pres­ 
su re on the political front, and 
thou ght all this was worth the 
risk of alienating world opinion. 
Incidentally , Rep. Chet Holifield 
of California, chairman of the 
Hou se-Senate atomic energy com­ 
mittee. makes a good point in 
his latest statement, which say s; 
"The annou ncement 
that 
the 


Sov iet Union will resu me atmo­ 
spheric testing makes a mockery 
ou t of their former position of 
opposing atmospheric tests on the 
grou nds that it wou ld contami­ 
nate 
the 
globe 
with 
radioac­ 
tiv e contamination.” 


DR. 
EDWARD 
TELLER, 
the 
noted phy sicist who is often re­ 
ferred to as the "father of the 
H-bomb.” has ju st repeated his 
belief that fallou t from nu clear 
tests is not necessarily danger­ 
ou s. He say s; 
"Fallou t is a red herring . . 
W’e shou ld not be frightened of 
the big bang — bu t rather of 
the knowledge the Ru ssians hav e 
gained 
throu gh 
testing 
before 
they started this rocket rattling. 
"If Khru shchev say s he can 
make a 100 megaton bomb, he has 
good ev idence he can do it. The 
best ev idence 
he can hav e 
is 
from smaller tests which cou ld 
hav e been carried ou t withou t the 
slightest difficu lty , and with no 
chance whatev er that we cou ld 
detect it.” 
At the Pentagon and at the 
Atomic Energy Commission, there 
were sighs of relief when the 
news came that Ru ssia was open­ 
ly resu ming tests, thu s ending the 
self-imposed test ban for the Unit­ 
ed States for it giv es America a 
chance to forge ahead with its 
own nu clear tests. 
Indeed, 
ou r 
drawing 
boards, 
too, hav e been accu mu lating* new 
designs that need to be tried ou t 
in actu al tests. 
There are. to be su re, enou gh 
nu clear weapons av ailable today 
for each side to destroy the oth­ 
er bu t the big thing now is *o 
prev ent the other fellow from re­ 
taliating. 
The Sov iets, it is reported, will 
test a whole range of new weap­ 
ons which are intended to des­ 
troy 95 per cent of an enemy ’s 
retaliatory power by striking the 
"first blow.” 


UP TO NOW, the threat of 
"massiv e retaliation” has been a 
deterrent to su ch an attack by 
the Sov iets bu t if a weapon is 
dev eloped that can destroy in­ 
stantly all ou r bases from which 
missiles can be fired and at the 
same time interferes for at least 
nine hou rs with the operation of 
radio, which is v ital to the flight 
of manned bombers, then a tru ly 
dangerou s situ ation presents it­ 
self. 
What can the free world dc 
abou t it? It can, of cou rse, giv e 
its own scientists the green light 
for 
ex perimentation 
and 
tests. 
Bu t it can also concentrate on 
how to reach the people behind 
the Iron Cu rtain with the tru th 
abou t 
the 
distorted 
statements 
made by the Sov iet leaders con­ 
cerning the alleged intentions of 
the West to go to war. 
Peoples alone can 
pu t 
a 
re­ 
straining hand on reckless ru lers. 
The inv ention of a more effec­ 
tiv e way to reach the people of 
the Sov iet Union is long ov erdu e. 
Scientists and inv entors cou ld 
well work long hou rs ev ery day 
to perfect new sy stems of com­ 
mu nication while American pol­ 
icy makers concu rrently wou ld 
do well to dev elop policies that 
will u nite 
the 
free 
world 
and 
alert peoples ev ery where to the 
dangers of Commu nist su bv ersion 
and deception.

Little Rock 
To Integrate 
Five Schools

Four years after the first school 
was integrated under the bayon­ 
ets of federal troops, Little Rock 
today is to desegregate a techni­ 
cal high school and four junior 
high schools with no disorder an 
ticipated. 
Police will stand guard as 48 
Negroes enter Central and Hall 
high schools, previously integrat­ 
ed, 
and 
the 
five 
additional 
achools. 
But officials saw no indication 
of recurrence of tAuble such as 
marked the integration of Central 
High School in 1957 when Gov. Or 
val Faubus called out the Nation­ 
al Guard to block integration and 
federal troops were sent in to en­ 
force it. Faubus closed the schools 
in 1958, and police beat back a 
demonstration in 1959. There was 
no disorder last year. 
Public schools will be integrated 
this week for the first time in Dal­ 
las and Galveston, Tex., and Day 
tona Beach, Fla. Ngw Orleans will 
begin its second year of desegre­ 
gation. 
Police 
measures 
similar 
to 
those which accomplished orderly 
desegregation of four Atlanta high 
schools last week, will be in ef 
feet in New Orleans where angry 
demonstrations marked admission 
of four Negro girls to two ele­ 
mentary schools last year. 
The New Orleans schools, large­ 
ly boycotted by white students 
last year, will re-open on a de­ 
segregated basis Thursday. Less 
than 1 0 Negroes will be admitted 
to four other white schools at a 
later date. 
Police barricades will go up 
around all six schools Thursday. 
The 1,100-man police force has 
been ordered on a 1 2-hour day and 
the Justice Department is send­ 
ing 60 U.S. marshals to the city. 
Dallas also has made extensive 
plans for beginning integration, 
including police measures to quell 
any disturbance. 
Business 
and 
civic leaders also have carried on 
a campaign to create a climate 
of acceptance. 
No trouble is anticipated in 
Florida as Miami desegregates 
nine more schools and two Negro 
girls begin attending school with 
white children in Daytona Beach 
today.

Unfortunately, supplies of gam­ 
ma globulin are limited since it is 
a derivative of human blood plas­ 
ma. And, in order that these lim­ 
ited supplies may be put to the 
best possible use, it has been ag­ 
reed to confine protective injec­ 
tions of gamma globulin where the 
need is greatest. That is to say, 
for youngsters under the age of 
2 years and for older children 
whose resistance has been lower­ 
ed by some other disability. Such 
as heart trouble, rheumatic fev­ 
er, asthma or some congenital de­ 
formity.
